ARTUliK   III. 

MEMHKHSHU'. 

Skc.  I.  Any  Sailing  Skitt'  or  Yacht  Clnb  on  the 
Lakes  in  good  standing,  having  1.5  menibei-s  and  five 
Skiffs  of  fourteen  feet  load  w;iter  line  .uid  upwards, 
shall  he  eligible  for  member.ship. 

Sec.  2.  Ap])lication  for  membership  nmst  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Honoi-ary  Secretary-Ti-easnrei-  <>f  the 
Association,  must  be  signed  by  the  Commochne  or 
Vice-(.'onnnod<»i-e  and  by  the  Secretary  (»f  the  Club 
a})plying,  aiid  nnist  contain  a  correct  list  of  the  Sail- 
ing Skiffs  and  their  owners.  <»f  such  I'lubs.  Tlu? 
Ext'cutive  C'onunittee  of  the  Association  shall  decide 
upon  such  application,    and   iheir  decision    shall    be 

Hnnl. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTKE. 

The  otficeis  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-l'resident  and  Honorary  Secretary-Treasurer, 
who  with  a  conunittee  of  one  from  each  Chib,  exclus- 
ive of  President  and  Hon.  Secretary -Treasurer,  w^ho 
have  been  chosen,  shall  constitute  the  Executive 
(Jonniiittee  of  the  Association.  The  Executive  Coni- 
niittee  for  each  year  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  by  ballot,  and  they  shall  have  power 
to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  number 
between  two  annual  meetings. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DUTIES   OF    EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

Sec.  1  Presklenf—Thv  President  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  and  enforce  all  the  regulations  of  the 
Association. 

Sec.  2.  Vice-Pir-sident—The  Vice-President  shall 
assist  the  President  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  in  his  absence  officiate  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  8.  Hononnij  Secrefary-Treasurer— The  H(m- 
orary  Secretary-  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  true  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose;  shall  keep  a  correct  roll  of  all  the 
Clubs  and  delegates  :  shall  keep  the  Sailing  Skiff  and 
small  Yacht  Register  provided  for  by  Article  XL 
Section  2 :  shall  keep  a  full  record,  including  names 
of  starters,  and  times  of  start  and  finish,  with  cor- 
rected times  and  names  of  wiinurs  of  each  Race  held 
imder  theaus])ices  of  the  Association  in  a   book   pro- 
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vitltnl  for  that  purpose  :  shall  notify  the  Secretary  (»f 
each  Club  of  its  election  to  membership,  and  of  every 
General  Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  called,  and  shall  notify  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  ( 'onnnittee  of  each  meeting  of 
that  Body.  He  shall  conduct  all  correspondence, 
collect  all  assessments  and  other  moneys  due  the 
Association,  and  pay  all  bills  contracted  by  it,  keep- 
ing a  correct  account  of  the  same  in  a  book  provided 
for  the  purpose.  He  shall  make  a  detailed  report  at 
each  Annual  General  Meeting,  of  all  the  receii)ts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  amount 
of  money  i-emaining  in  his  hands. 

Sec,  4.  E.vecutive  6'o*/<>nif/t'e— TheExecutiveGom- 
mittee  shall  act  as  a  Membership  Gonnnittee,  shall 
establish  ai:d  enforce  penalties  for  the  infringement 
of  this  Gonstitution  and  of  the  Sailing  Kegidations  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  settle  any  dispute  which 
may  be  referred  to  them,  and  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  have  been  elected.

HEPHKSKNTATION. 

Sec.  1  Glubs  belonging  to  the  Association,  or  any 
Glub  joining  the  Association  under  Ai'ticle  IIT,  shall 
be  represented  at  any  General  Meeting  by  two  deh*- 
gates  exclusive  of  President  and  Secretary,  and  shall 
as  far  as  practicable,  be  chosen  from  active  Skiff 
Sailors  or  Yachtsmen. 

Sec.  2.  Delegates  may  be  represented  and  vote 
by  proxy  duly  authorized  in  writing. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 


MEETIXOS. 

Sec.  1.  Tlu'  Animal  Gfueral  Meeting  shall  be  hel«l 
on  the  Third  Saturday  in  October,  at  such  place  as 
may  have  been  decided  upon  at  the  last  (ieneral 
Meeting  of  the  Association. 

SEt'.  2.  All  Annual  General  Meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  called  by  notice  in  writing  sent  to  the 
Secretaries  of  all  Clubs  belonging  to  the  Association, 
at  least  four  weeks  beforehand,  and  containing  a 
sunnnary  of  the  business  to  come  befoi-e  the  mev'ting. 

Sec.  :S.  a  Special  General  Meeting  may  V)e  held  at 
any  time  upon  the  Requisition  of  any  two  Clubs  of 
the  Association,  signed  by  the  ('onimodore,  Vice- 
Conmiodore  and  Secretaries  of  such  Clubs,  and  stat- 
ing the  object  «»f  such  meeting.  Such  reipiisitiou 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Honorary  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
th«'  Association,  who  shall  call  such  nu^eting  for  a 
date  within  one  month  of  the  time  he  receives  it. 
Three  weeks  notice  nuist  be  given,  and  only  the 
business  for  which  the  meeting  is  called  shall  be 
transacted. 

Sec.  4.  The  business  of  the  Executive  Connnittee. 
shall  be  carried  on  as  far  as  possible  by  co'-respondence 
but  they  shall  nu'et  at  the  call  of  the  Piesident,  at 
such  place  as  he  may  direct,  as  often  as  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary.  Notice  in  writing  of  every  such 
meeting  shall  be  sent  to  each  n\embei'  of  the  Execu- 
tive  Committej'  at  least  one  week  beforehand,  and 
three  shall  be  the  «iuorum  necessary  f;  the  trans- 
action of  business.

SUBSCRIPTION. 


Funds  for  defraying  the  current  exju'nses  of  the 
Association  shall  be  raised  by  an  annual  subscription 
from  each  Club  of  five  dollars,  \vhi<  h  shall  l)e  due 
and  payable  in  advance,  and  the  financial  year  shall 
begin  at  the  date  of  the  Annual  xMeeting.  No  assess- 
n)ent  other  than  that  mentioned  in  Rule  T  of  the 
Sailing  Regulations  shall  be  levied,  except  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  Executive  C^oni- 
mittee  present  at  a  meeting  called    for   that  ptirnose. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

RESIGNATION'S    AND    EXPULSIONS.

Ti-easurer  which  register  shall  contain  the  name, 
class,  rig,  ownership,  and  so  far  as  possible,  ct)ini>lete 
nieasurenu-nts  of  all  sucii  Sailing  Skill's  and  sjuall 
Yachts  :  and  each  Sailing  Skiff  and  small  Yacht  shal". 
be  alloted  a  nund.er  under  which  she  shall  b» 
registere('  and  which  shall  be  her  distinguishing 
munber  in  all  Races  held  midei-  the  auspi<-es  of  the 
Association.

C'orinthianisni  in  yachting  is  tliat  attribute  which 
represents  j)articipation  for  sport  as  disti.  t  ftoni 
gain,  and  which  also  involves  the  acciuirenient  of 
nautical  experience  through  the  love  of  sport  rather 
than  through  necessity  or  hope  of  g»  in.  in  t  ids  resjH'ct 
the  following^eneral  definition  is  given:  ~"No  per- 
son wlio  follows  the  sea  asa  means  of  liveliliood.  or 
wlio  lia-  accepted  remimeration  foi-  services  rendered 
in  haiKiling  or  serving  on  a  yaclil  oi-  skitf.  or  wl\o  is 
a  professional  boat-')uildei',  sliall  l)e  considered  a  Cor- 
inthian yaclitsman.  oi-  shall  be  eligii)!e  to  steei-  a  bo.it 
in  anv  races  held  und<'.'  the  ausjjices  of  this  Associa- 
tion."

Area  of  Schooner's  tiud  YawPs  Sails. 

The  area  of  a  schooner's  sail  or  a  y.iwl's  sails  would 
similarly  he  found  :  in  the  case  of  a  yawl  having  a 
lug  mizzen,  the  lacing-holes  in  the  yard  w.'  «l  he 
taken  as  the  upper  hoiuidaries. 

Area  of  Lay  Sails  and  j  c><id  ^.ils. 

I»i  the  case  of  a  u.g-sail,  standing  lug-sail,  or  halance 
lug-sail  heing  carried,  the  actual  av^a  of  the  same 
shall  he  computed  ;  and  if  head-sail  he  also  carried, 
the  measurements  for  computing  the  area  of  the 
same  shall  he   taken    from  the  fon>side  mast,  etc.,  in 
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accordance  witli  the  niethod  provided  in  Xhv  rule  for 
head  sails. 

To  conipnte  the  area  hound  hy  the  round  in  the 
head  of  a  lug-sail,  oi-  the  foot  of  a  loose-footed  main- 
sail when  extendinK  helow  the  boom,  (or  leach,  luff, 
etc.,  if  extended  by  battens)  midtiply  the  base  E  by 
two-thirds  of  the  perpendicular  P.  (See  diagram.) 

In    cases   of    disputed    measurements,    or    if    the 
necessary    measurements   cannot   be   obtained   from 
the   sailmaker,    the   sails   can    be    measured    in    the 
manner  following  :-Take  the  length  of  boom  from 
mast  to  end,  and  length  of  gaff  from    mast   to  end 
(any  extension  of  gatY  or  boom  to  be  considered  part 
of  gaff"  or  boom  and  to  be   extended    when  measured 
to  its  full  limit),  then  hoist  the  sail  with  the  tack  fast 
and  s«>t  the  peak  and  luff  up  taut,  and  let  go  the  top- 
ping lifts  so  that   the  weight  of   thi-    boom  comes  on 
the  leach  of  the  sail.     With  a  line  and  tape  measure 
the  leach  and  luff  and  the  diagonal  C.     For  the  head 
sail  measure  the  height,    /,    antl    the   distance,    J,  as 
provided    for    in    the   section    dealing  with  hi>ad  sail. 
For  topsail  the  sail  would  be   hoisted    and  marked  in 
a  line   with   the  gaff  ;  then  lowered  and  the  other  di- 
mensions taken.     From  the   measurements   so  taken 
a  sail  plan  would  be  nuule   and    the   areas   calculated 
as   described,    or  areas  of  triangles  calculated  by  fol- 
lowing formula   area- v'  I    (s-a)  (s-b)  s-c)  where  a.  b 
and  c  are  the  sides  of  triangle,  and  s  -  \  (a  +  b  t  c). 

SAILS  OF  UM8UAL  FOllM. 

It  the  various  methods  «»f   measuring   sails   heiein 
shown  do  i»ot  in  the  opinion  of  a  measurer,  c(»\  er  the 
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case,  he  is  to  divide  the -sails  int«)  such  tiiaiij;les  or 
figures  as  will  get  at  accurate  results,  and  a  sail  plan 
showing  the  manner  in  which  the  skitf  has  he«'n 
lut^asured,  giving  the  <lifterent  uieasurenients  and 
the  points  from  which  they  have  been  taken,  shall 
he  furnished  by  the  Club  measurer  to  the  owner  of 
every  skitf  measured  by  him. 

To  the  square  root  of  the  area,  as  ascertained,  add 
the  length  as  ascertained,  and  divide  by  two  :  the  re- 
sult is  the  measurement  for  time  allowance. 

Sec.  H.  That  in  case  skitfs  of  different  classes 
should  be  competing  for  a  challenge  cup  or  troiihy 
together,  that  the  maxinuun  racing  length  in  each 
class  be  allowed  for  such  an  event.
